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HAVANA, Cuba, Nov. 8.—Weyler has gone, but his purpose to “exterminate 
the breed” of Cuban patriots is being tulfilied. 

Starvation is killing the “concentrados” by tens of thousands. Hunger is doing 
what Spain’s 200,000 soldiers cannot accomplish. 

Women and children, the weak, the old, are dying like sheep; the rural popu- 
lation, “concentrated” in the towns, has filled the graveyards and its dead now 
le unburied. 

The frightful sufferings of those who survive cry out to the pity, the charity, 
the mercy of the civilized world. It is impessible to describe to you what I have 
seen. Words fail. 

I have seen dead habes lying on the breasts of their uncotscious mothers. I 
have seen babes whose dry, black lips vainly pressed the breasts of their dead 
mothers, seeking that nourishment that the good God allotted to them. 

Understand this: The physicians cf Havana are now forbidden to give starva- 
tion as a cause of death. Women and children starve; the reports of their death 
are falsified. 

Hear and believe what a correspondent in the town of San Domingo writes in 
the Diario de La Marina of yesterday: 

“A multitude of sick fell dying upon garbage in the streets here, and there 
they lie until, after having served ignominious spectacles for some hours, they 
are collected and hauled away in cxcarts used for garbage, to the dumping grounds. 

“If the bodies are admitted to the cemetery they reach there only in this un- 
seemly manner. 

“The church cemeteries are full. 
the fields to be eaten by the birds and dogs.” 

The “birds” of which this correspondent writes are vultures. The vultures 
are gorged, the dogs can eat no more.

Certainly not more than tht per cent of the deaths among the ‘ ‘CO nceentrados” 
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But from these official figures it is easily learned that 
the death rate among the children of the “concentrados” in hospitals and public 
buildings is 90 per cent, and amoig the adults 50 per cent. And the death rate 
in the smaller cities and towns, where no meat is received from the United States, 
is even larger than this dreadful percentage. The absolute fact is that in Havana 
the conditions are five times better, more favorable than anywhere else in Cuba. 

Yet the Spanish official reporcs prove that 1,778 persons died in Havana during 
the month of September last and 2,272 during October just passed. 

What is called here the “hea'thy season” is approaching, but so enfeebled, so 
wretched, hopeless are the “‘corcentradcs” who still live, there can be no doubt 
the death rate among them will ii crease. 

During the week ending to-day 520 pcaople died in this city. 
rate is almost four times the annual weekly average of deaths here—135. 
hundred “‘concentrados” were driven into Melena del Sur. Not one survives. 

In Artemisa 3,000 women and children have perished—starved to death. 

In Matanzas now are not more than 40,000 people. On October 30 and $1 
and November 1, 136 died in Matanzas, an average of forty-five a day. At that 
rate the population of Matanzas would disappear in two years and a half, for few 
children are being born there, or, indeed, anywhere in Cuba. 

In San Domingo, where there are 50,000 people, from thirty to forty-seven 
people die every day. 

The Diario de Le Marina strongly urges that an organized effort be made to 
relieve the awful need of the starving. Lut the people in the cities and towns are 
impoverished, and whatever their disposition to help, however great their pity, 
they have nothing to give. 

Here is indeed an opportunity fer international charity. 
worle should come to the aid of the starving in this island. 

From a more selfish point of view it 1s my duty towards the United States 
to say that the field here is ripe for cholera, typhus fever, yellow fever or smallpox. 

The best medical authorities dread an epidemic of one ot these diseases during 
this winter. 

And unless all communication with Cuba be cut off the disease, whichever it 
is, epidemic here would almost surely be imported into the United States next

cessor in the woman's affection might again 
be made to suffer the pain and humiliation 
of a beating. 

The arrest of Mrs. Nack was followed a 
few days later by that of Thorn, whom the 
police had some difficulty in finding, but 
whose whereabouts was disclosed by John 
Gotha, another barber, and a relative by 
marriage of the accused man. Gotha has 
made the statement upon which the police 
rely to aid in Thorn’s conviction, that Thorn 
admitted his guilt to him, and since Thorn 
has been confined two men who shaved him 
at different times have told of incriminating 
admissions by the accused. 

There have also been reports that Mrs, 
Nack had virtually admitted her guilt, but 
all of these statements are more or less in- 
conclusive. 

Briefiy it is alleged that Mrs. Nack lured 
Gulcensuppe to a cottage in Woodside, L.

Thorn’s story to Gotha was to the effect 
that Guidensuppe had been brought!by Mrs, 
Nack to her cottage in Woodside, L.. L., 
which she had rented for the purpose of 
starting a baby farm, and that he (Thorn) 
lay in wait for the bath rubber in a closet 
in an up-stairs room. When Guldensuppe 
reached the house, Mrs. Nack told him to 
go upstairs and examine the rooms while 
she went into the yard. Guldensuppe hesi- 
tated. but finally went upstairs, and pas-ed | 
from room to room, peering into the closets, | 
until he reached the one in which Thorn | 
was hidden. As soon as the unsuspecting 
man opened the door, Thorn shor him in the 
head, and then dragged him to the ath 
tub, into which he threw him. If Gotha’s 
story be true Thorn acknowledged that 
while Gulidensuppe was yet alive, the bar- 
ber drew a knife or razor and cut his throat, 
The division of the body was next made. and 
two of the bundles wére dropped overboard 
from a ferryboat in the East River.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 8—The 
news that the United States Supreme Court 
had decided not to interfere wilh the execu- 
tion of Durrant spread quickly over the city 
to-day and crowas of illerested peopie read 
the announcement cagerly from the news- 
paper bulletin boards. ‘Ine decision of the 
Supreme Court Was Not Unexpected here, 
and apparently only Durrant and his attor- 
neys seemed to Nave any hope that the 
murderer would be saved trom the gailows, 
Warden Hale of San Quentin, who ts in 
Wash.ngton, wired the news to Acting War- 
den Kdgur. At ll oclock, kdgar pad not 
notified Vurrant of his fate and had not de- 
cided when he would do so,

GREAT ANXIETY TO SELL 


Much Excitement on the New York 
Exchange and Heavy Blocks 
Thrown on the Market. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—The feverish tone 
in. the speculation in stocks, which originat- 
ed.in the inactive specialties to-day, spread 
first to the coalers, then to the grangers, 
and by quick degrees through the list, and 
by the middle of the second hour of trad- 
ing liquidation was in full progress, which 
was as marked as that of Friday. The de- 
clines in prices were severe and the shaking 
out of long stocks was heavy. The liquida- 
tion was accompanied by rumors that the 
decision of the Nebraska maximum freight 
case was to be postponed from to-day and 
that this foreshadowed a declaration by

PROHIBITED BY THE STATUTES. 


Deputy Marshal Nall Leaves Imme- 
diately for San Francisco 
With His Celestial 
Charges. 


Ah John, Lee Dick Moi and Yong You 
will be deported to China at once, by order 
of the United States Circuit Court for the 
Pastern District of Missour%. 

The three Chinamen were arrested re- 
cently on the charge of engaging in manual 
labor in this country without having cer- 
tificates showing their right to reside within 
the limits of the United States. Ah John 
was examined by Commissioner O’Brien at 
Poplar Bluff. Lee Dick Mol and Yong 
You were held by Commissioner Moore of 


Hannibal. 
Judge Elmer B. Adams handed down a 


lengthy opinion, Monday morning, review- 
ing at length the case of Yong You and 
passing sentence of deportation upon the 
three defendants together. 

The judge, in considering the testimony, 
says that upon his own admission Yong 
You is 23 years old and was born in Hong 
Kong, China. He came to the United States 
in June, 1897. His first place of landing was 
at Havana, where he remained a short 
time and then apparentiy located in New 
York City. 

But Yonge You did not remain in the me- 
tropolis. He came West, first to Quincy, Ill., 
and then to Hannibal, Mo. In the latter city 
he did manual] labor in the laundry of Long 
Woo.

TH ENOTORIOUS PRISONER SAWS 
HIS WAY OUT OF JAIL AT 
MEMPHIS. TENN. 


HE HAS A ROVING RECORD. 


Captured in October in Missouri, Af- 
ter Sensational Incidents, In- 
cluding a Wedding. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 8.—J. A. Thomas, 
the forger, who made a sensational escape 
from the jail here on April 15, and who was 
afterwards run down by the Memphis po- 
lice, with the aid of Pinkerton’s Detective 
Agency, and rearrested at Moberly, Mo., 
Oct. 7, and returned to the Shelby County 
jail four days later, is again at large. He 
made his second escape from the county 
prison about 4o’clock this morning and 
has succeeded in eluding the search of the 
Deputy Sheriffs and detectives, 

Thomas’ mode of exit this time was by 
means of a saw, with which he gained ac- 
cess to the corridor on the main prison from 
his cell. He then descended to the ground 
floor of the jail and, by sawing another iron 
bar in a window, he dropped down into the 
jail yard, a distance of only six feet, and 
escaped to the outside,which was made easy 
by climbing the wail and descending to free- 
dom by means of a rope, which some friend 
on the outside had provided for him. | 

This last escape, while not so mysterious 
as his first, created much excitement from 
the fact that Thomas was such a noted 
character and there were 80 many sensa- 
tional incidents connected with his carreer 
after breaking jail, in April. He first came 
into notoriety by making his escape in a 
mysterous manner from the jail at Chicago, 
His marriage with a charming young lady 
of Minneapolis, Fannie Rutherford, at St. 
Louls, a clandestine affair, after his escape 
from the jail here, and his flight across 
the continent with his bride as he went to 
San Francisco with tne Christian [n- 
deavorers last summer and ‘was finally 
caught up with through the medium of In- 
formation given the Memphis police by the 
mother of the girl he married, has made 
Thomas famous throughout the West, and 
he is regarded by police. officials as one of 
the boldest and most dangerous of forgers, 

Three other prisoners at the jail escaped 
by the same means that gave Thomnus his 
liberty. They, however, gained freedom 
after the turnkey had released them from 
their cells, as is customary every morning 
at 6 o’clock, by going through the rear win-

icate, showing that he had $1,000 Interest in 
the Chinese grocery store of One Lung, 43 
Mott street, New York. His entry into the 
United States was gained under a certificate 
issued by the Chinese Consul General at 
Havana, declaring Yong You to be a mer- 
chant, engaged in the exportation of teas. 

The law provides, says Judge Adams, that 
a Chinaman may come into the United States 
only as a merchant, a teacher or student, or 
from curiosity, and that such of the Chinese 
who were here prior to the enactment of 
the existing law may engage in manual 
labor, the same as persons who are subjects 
of more favored nations, but none others. 
The statute is intended to prohibit manual 
labor. both skilled and unskilled, on the 
part of all Chinamen coming to this coun- 
trv. If he comes as a merchant he must 
engage exclusively in the business of buy- 
ing and selling, and age have a fixed place 
of: abode. Under any circumstances he is 
not permitted to do manual labor. 

It is understood, says the Judge, that a 
Chinaman who fails in business or meets 
with misfortune and reverses, may turn 
aside from his regular pursuit in order to 
obtain the means of support, but otherwise 
he will not be allowed to work. 

Sentence of deportation was then passed 
upon the three Chinamen, and they will 
be taken Monday night to San Francisco 
in charge of Deputy Marshal W. W. Nall. 
The deputy is instructed to see his charges 
safely on board a ship bound for China. 
All the expenses, of course, will be paid by

THE PILATE REPORTS, 


— 


|DR. MAHAN OF MISSOURI IS THE 
DISCOVERER OF THE ALLEGED 
HISTORIC DOCUMENTS. 


FOUND AT ROME IN 1886. 


There Have Been No New Discoveries 
at the Vatioan or Eleewhere Con- 
cerning the Crucifixion. 


The report of Pontius Pilate to Caesar 
of the crucifixion, is not a newly discovered 
document. This fact was made plain in the 
cable from Rome to the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch. The report, ag stated in yesterday's 
cable, is found in the writings of Valeus 
Paterculus, and is supposed to have been 
written in the fourth or fifth century. These 
writings are said to have been discovered by* 
Dr. W. D. Mahan of Boonville, Mo, who 
published the Pilate reports in 1886. 

The history of Dr. Mahan's book and the 
incidents leading to its publication are in- 
teresting. 

H. W. Whydam, a German, who had lived 
many years in Rome, and who had been 
somewhat of a delver after hidden things 


in books, told Dr. Mahan in 1856 “- there 
existed manuscripts running bac the 
days immediately precesing the crucifixion. 
Dr. Mahan later secured letters from in- 
fluential friends and scholars in America 
and Germany and went to Rome to hunt 
reise, © the archives of that wonderful 
store-nouse of ancient literature-—the Vati- 
can. He enlisted the aid of Dr. M. McIntosh 
of the Antiquarian Lodge of Genoa, They re- 
celved permission to examine the great 
library and after much search brought to 
hand Pilate’s report. They also found the 
Senate’s records respecting the imvestiga- 
tion of Herod’s conduct at Bethichem, the 
execution of John the Baptist, the Hillel 
letters and the Shamma! laws. 

They then went to Constantinople and 
searched the records of the Sanhedrim and 
the Talmuds of the Jews, that were car- 
ried there and qecoeryes b Constantine 
in the year 837. There they found Melkersé 
letter (who was priest at Bethlehem at 
the time Jestus of Nasareth was born) in 
respect to the prophecy concerning the 
birth of Jesus. Next they came upon the 
report of Gamaliel, who was sent by the 
Sanhedrim to interview Joseph and Mary 
concerning the child Jesus. 

They next found the report of Calaphas 
to the Sanhedrim. Mr. Mahan insistéd that 
the scroil be unwound further, and in do- 
ing sO was found Pilate’s second report. 
Many other strange Alstorical items wére 
aleo found. 

Dr. Mahan returned to America and !s- 
sued his book in 1886 through the Antiqua. 
rian Publishing Company of Philadelpaia. 
It is now in most pubito librartes.

The prices are so divided as to cover 
all flowers at this season, and the prizes 
are always eagerly contested for. here 
are so many entries that the displays cover 
a space ten feet wide ail around the first

In this collection will be one unique en- 
try. A prize of $25 is offered for a plant 
of decided merit for cuitivation, not pre- 
viously an article of North American com- 
meérce. There is only one entry and the 
name of the exhibitor is withheld, as is 
also the name of the plant. It is entirely 
new and was picked up in South America 
by a well-known florist.

River, working 
here and there cities where the army could 
do good. When he reached St. Louis he
